V-mail  letters  are  al’'’ays  de- 
livered in  sealed  envelopes.  V- 
[nail  has  definite  priority  in 
handling  by  the  Army  and  Navy 
Postal  Depa.rtments  over  all  other 
types  of  p^’rsonal  mail.  V-mail 
s never  left  behind.
